This decline Is most notice- 
able iu tbe cotton States and iu those 
States which make a business of 
breeding horses for sale in other sec- 
tions. Mules nave declined even more 
than horses, tbeir value being now 
€11 -50 per bead less than a year ago. 
The explanation is to be found in tbe 
depression on account of tbe cotton 
situation iu tbe South, which is tbe 
great market for mules.
